THE HOTEL, ITS APPOINTMENTS AND AC=

The Piedmont hotel and all of its appointments and accessories 
are modern. Unlike many summer resort hotels, this building is 


substantially constructed, out of the best material, and was built: 


with an eye to beauty as well as utility. The rooms are nicely 
furnished, and provided with electric call bells. There are wide 
halls, broad stairways and fire escapes. 

The architectural arrangements of the parlor are beautiful. It 
is situated on the second floor just above the main entrance, and 
opens upon a balcony where the view of the mountains is fine. 

The dining room is large, airy, cool and well lighted. It will ac- 
commodate 100 guests at a sitting. 


Broad and long verandahs encircle the building. "An observa- 


tory crowns the building, making it look very stately. 


The ball room is situated right near the hotel in a separate build- 
ing. Its floor is large and splendidly arranged for ‘dancing. Be- 
neath the ball-room, in one end of the building, astoreand postoffice 
will be kept. _ Guests will receive mail daily, while the store will 
keep on sale a full line -of fancy candies, tobaccos, post cards, 
cool drinks, ete. Inthe other end of the ball room building 
down stairs will be the billiard and pool room. 


The Piedmont stables will be equipped with horses and turn- 
outs which will meet every train at Walnut Cova, and will besides 
furnish guests with conveyances for trips to the mountain and 
other places of interest, horseback riding, driving, etc. The 
livery, though co-operating with the management for the pleasure 
and convenience of the guests, will berun entirely separate from 
the hotel’s management. 


The springs are located within about 60 yards of the hotel. 
Guests will find it convenient to spend a good deal of time in the 
pavilion at the water, or strolling in the walks leading to and 
from the springs. 


The cuisine will be the best the market affords. There will be 
no chef from Paris at the head of the Piedmont cooking depart- 
ment, but the effort will be made to provide good, pure, whole- 
some food and plenty of it. Affectation of style will not be the 
feature of the Piedmont dining room, but rather cleanliness, nu- 
tritious diet, homelike attention to the needs of guests, and wel- 
come will prevail.

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CLIMATE AND SCENERY. 

Piedmont Springs nestles at the feet of the mountains of Stokes 
county, and is surrounded by some of the prettiest scenery in 
North Carolina. Magnificent views of Moore’s Knob and other 
peaks of the Saurian range of mountains can be had from the 
broad verandahs of the hotel, while a panorama of the surround- 
ing country is also in splendid view. ; 

Guests find absorbing interest in daily visits to the many inter- 
esting points of the mountains, such as Moore’s Knob, 4 miles dis- 
tant; Cascade, 2 miles distant; Upper Cascade, 8 miles distant; 
Indian Creek, which tumbles through the valleys of the mountain 
for miles on a solid rock, moss-covered bottom, only three-quarters 
of a mile away. The Devil’s Den, Tory Den, Deep Gulch, Rock 
House, Hanging Rock, and other places are easily within reach of 
the tourists. 

A favorite visiting place for guests at Piedmont is Moore’s Knob, 
and frequently parties spend the night on the top of the great 
mountain, watching the beauty of the evening sunset, or 
viewing the sublime glory of the dawn. From its lordly crest the 
prospect sweeps over a vast portion of North Carolina and Virginia. 

The climate of this region is unsurpassed for purity and 
healthfulness. Mercury never registers above 92, even in the 
hottest weather. The nights are cool and delightful, being 
filled with sweet, restful sleep. Insomnia is unknown to the person

About 24 miles from Piedmont is Danbury, the county seat of 
Stokes, a pretty mountain village of several hundred inhabitants. 
At Danbury are located the county court house and jail, and all 
the county officers ; The Bank of Stokes County, with capital and 
surplus of about $15,000, and deposits. of $127,000 ; several stores, 
a blacksmith shop, postoffice, cabinet shop, grist mill, livery stable, | 
real estate dealer, several physicians, a number of lawyers, one or 
more ministers, and other professional men. Here is the home of 
The Danbury Reporter, with the largest circulation of any purely 
local newspaper in the State. 
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HISTORY OF PIEDMONT SPRINGS. 


It is not definitely known how long Piedmont water has been 
a blessing to suffering humanity. Possibly the Indians knew of its 
curative value, for in the vicinity many mounds, and other indica- 


tions of the frequent presence of the aborigines, have been found. 


Some time inthe early partof the 19th century, Mr. James 
Rierson, one of the first settlers of the county, owned the property, 
and conveyed it later to Mr. Thornton Reddick, who was an ances- 
tor of Mr. W. H. Flinchum, who now lives within a stone’s throw 
of the hotel. Fora great many years Mr. Reddick enjoyed the 
possession of the springs, living nearby, and people who were suf- 
fering with various disorders sp2nt a good d2al of time at his home, 
to gat the use of the water. Tn2 springs later came into the 
hands of Mr. Piladee Smallwood, a good many years before the 
war between the States, and Mr. Smallwood built’ a ‘rude hotel, 
containing several rooms, and took in boarders. His house, a 
heavy log concern, and painted blue, is remembered by older peo- 
ple of the neighborhood still living. After a while the property 
was sold to a company of Danville, Va., who built a large hotel, 
and made many improvements on the grounds. Hundreds of peo- 
ple from all sections of the country spent the hot season at the 
springs. Its fame spread as one of the most popular resorts for 
summer féugists in the South. About the year 1876 this hotel 
was burned. 


The present hotel was built in the year 1889. It is a well con- 


structed hostelry, with ample and elegant appoinments and with a 
capacity for about 150 guests. 

It is situated on a commanding eminence, fifty yards from the 
springs. The site is high and dry, and splendidly drained. Mag- 
nificent prospects of the surrounding country, including views 
of the mountains, can be had from the broad, cool verandahs. 
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
